prominent persons. In counteraccusations against "Overseas Weekly" 
General Walker had charged the paper with having a policy tending to demoralize 
the troops, one aspect of it being overemphasis on sex and sensationalism. He 
had declined to reveal the exact charges against him, by the Army which had 
led to his being relieved of command of the 24th Infantry Division. He explained 
that the Army had sworn him to secrecy on that point. The Committee had 
instructed him to get clearance from the Army to reveal the charges.

Rememo Mr. DeLoach to Mr. Sullivan dated 8-29-61 
reporting the receipt from the Committee of testimony of 
Lientenant Colonel Philip J. Corso, U.S. Army, on August 28, 
1961. On October 16, 1961, the Committee forwarded to the 
Bureau details of Lieutenant Colonel Corso 1 s testimony which 
was given in Executive Session on August 28, 1961. 

A review of Lieutenant Colonel Corso 1 s testimony 
disclosed that it primarily concerned experiences of Lieutenant 
Colonel Corso in Rome, Italy, during World War II, at which time 
he served in active duty in an intelligence capacity in Italy. 
His testimony largely dealt with the anti-%American and anti- 
Italian propaganda engaged in by the communists in Italy during 
World War II. He also went into considerable detail on how the 
communist press used various means and methods to discredit 
American troops in Italy and local police organizations in Italy, 

Complete details concerning Lieutenant Colonel Corso 9 s 
testimony before the Committee on August 28, 1961, are attached. 

In his testimony, Lieutenant Colonel Corso made no 
references to the FBI, nor did he introduce any information that 
affects this Bureau 1 s operations.

Walker took both of the women to dinner on Friday, January 26. One 
of the persons who joined them was Congressman John Bell Williams, who appeared 
to be a close associate. 

Both of these ladies felt that this kind of extremism is intolerable and 
that the FBI should know about their activities and line of thought. They were informed, 
of course, that the Bureau was unable to offer any observations or comments in this 
regard and that as an investigative agency of the Federal Government we could make 
no evaluation. They were both thanked for their interest. 

General Walker, is the former United States Army General who, in 1961, 
was relieved of his command in Europe for indoctrinating his troops with extreme 
conservative views regarding communism and as a result he voluntarily resigned from 
the Army. Dr e Medford Evans was the subject of an inquiry from Lewis L. Strauss, 
Secretary of Commerce, when Evans was being considered, in January 1959, by 
former President Herbert Hoover for employment at the Hoover War Memorial at 
Stanford University. Evans was investigated in 1947 as an Atomic Energy Act applicant 
when it was alleged that he drank considerably and was unreliable and irresponsible. 
In May 1959 Evans furnished the Bureau with an affadavit, concerning his dismissal 
from Northwestern State College, Natchitoches, Louisiana, allegedly because of his 
strong stand opposing Dr. Oppenheimer and defending Mr. Strauss when he was a 
member of the Atomic Energy Commission. In a newspaper article in r The Abilene 
Reporter News/' Abilene, Texas, Evans was described as "coordinato rj&r the John 
Bijrch Society and former university prof esso~ , " who would speak in Chicago in 
April, 1961, on the subject, "The Movement to Impeach Earl Warren Can Be Successful/ 

We have had cordial relations with John Bell Williams; however, in 
February, 1957, he remarked to the press during a civil rights controversy in Hinds 
County, Mississippi, that "outside" FBI Agents had been brought in to conduct the 
investigation which had been harassing local law enfor cement officers in the b6 
performance of their duties.

This is the continuing 
purge of the Armed Forces, according to the planned policy of the State 
Department implemented by the Department of Defense, It includes the 
highly centralized control of nuclear weapons, which has long minimized 
and jeopardized the capability, the military stature of the nation, and the 
nation's security. 

The State Department has established a commissariat system placing 
its Ugly American representatives at each higher headquarters of military 
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command and as liaison to each military college. Defense Secretary 
McNamara has established centralized planning and supervision of military 
training and education, Sylvester, the Under-Secretary for Public Relations, 
has announced that teams have been put out to comb the military services 
for Tightest officers and beliefs. This is a witch hunt for anyone so right 
and bold as to live by his oath of office. This is the control of political 
thought and politics in the Armed Forces. This is the purge complete to 
assure and insure conformance with the State Department's ° no-win" 
policy, to UN control, and to the heavy-handed dictatorial power of 
McNamara, 

The Youth Peace Corps has, to alt intents and purposes, superseded 
our armed forces as the first tine of defense. The Armed Forces are being 
prepared for liquidation. The Rusk-BallRostow *no~win" policy prepared 
and provided for the Communist takeover and control of Cuba, Laos, and 
South Viet Nam during this period of transition which is obstructed and 
extended by public obstinacy and military character. The acceptance of 
our Armed Forces by the Communist countries is a co-ordinated and 
combined Washington-Moscow arranged plan which will proceed on 
mutually agreeable timing, terms and co-operation. The present period of 
delay as augmented thus far reflects the obstinate mood of the American 
people and the reactionary diplomatic realignment of nations betrayed. 
Many governments such as France must be given time to develop their 
position on the Communist bandwagon since we have assured that they 
will all be a part of the UN wagon train. 

The Communist takeover of South Viet Nam is complete. Our with- 
drawal will be announced when it fits the scheme and when the public 
is ready to accept another defeat — a defeat for America but a victory 
for the Red-controlled UN.

An Analysis by 



The Army's approach, directed by Secretary of Defense McNamara, 
to guerrilla warfare training is a farce — but a good plan to UN-ize our 
Armed Forces- The mission of the Special Forces is critical and vital in 
its requirements and responsibilities to support indigenous groups, uprisings, 
and movements in foreign countries. No Special Force team of twelve 
soldiers, or an individual soldier, can operate as a I). S, guerrilla since he 
has to work in seclusion and kill only to defend himself or the security of 
his mission, while guerrillas are offensive killers and destroyers of key 
installations. 

The Special Force man must know guerrilla work and teach it to 
indigenous groups, but he himself is no U- S. guerrilla. This is the farce, 
It Jed to an increase of 5000 in strength in Special Forces, and now the 
assignment of 1300 Special Force "nation builders" — a new term for 
raising the standard of living in foreign countries under the military budget. 
It led to the recall to duty of General Maxwell D. Taylor to add public 
confidence and military assent to the Special Forces Guerrilla Nation 
Building Program, All this pretense was for public consumption in our 
defense of Laos. 

This makes three missions — aU contradictory: the original Special 
Forces mission to support foreign uprisings; the requirement to operate 
as a guerrilla; and the nation building job. The only thing consistent about 
the whole program and its great publicity is that it makes our Special 
Forces more suitable and amenable to UN objectives and UN control. 
It prepares these Forces for duties under the UN, It gives them undesirable 
and endangering publicity under their primary Special Forces role, but 
now with the additional duty of nation building they are prepared to 
support the Youth Peace Corps, 

The remainder of our Armed Forces are being further prepared for 
duty under the UN by a recent development which centralizes the Troop 
information program for training and indoctrination of troops directly 
under the Secretary of Defense. The procedure is established for the entire 
program to be controlled through Arthur Sylvester, Under-Secretary for 
Public Information, working direct with the Captains of our Armed Forces. 
The Sylvester Captains' Program intentionally eliminates the Generals and 
Colonels, now excess baggage. Too many of their speeches had to be 
censored to conform to the "no-win 11 "no-victory" policy* The Rusk* 
Rostow-McNamara-Katzcnbach-YarmoiUisky-Sylvester cold-war "no-wjn" 
"no-victory* witch hunt and purge within the Armed Forces today is a 
part of their political commissariat program to control the thoughts, beliefs, 
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and objectives of aJl soldiers s sailors, and airmen under the Troop Informa- 
tion i program. The Captains are betrayed by the elimination of their seniors 
in the chain of command. We now have the UN's UNESCO for the public 
and ^Master of Deceit" MeNamara's Troop Information Program for the 
military. The purging and mental massaging of the Armed Forces through 
the junior officers and young soldiers whose average age was 12 at the 
time of the Korean Police Action is no doubt very effective. It appears the 
General Officers and Colonels are in the military forces to bide their time 
draw their pay, and keep their mouths shut. 

They could not do otherwise under a State Department "no win" "no 
victory" policy which includes betrayal of our own Armed Forces through 
coalition and collaboration with enemy governments and assistance to 
enemy countries.

URBAN RENEWAL IS A TWO-PRONGED 
ATTACK 

What is the ultimate aim of the URBAN RE- 
NEWAL program? 

(1) To provide a foothold for FEDERAL IN- 
TERFERENCE IN LOCAL AFFAIRS. 

(2) To DESTROY THE RIGHT TO OWN PRI- 
VATE PROPERTY. 

HERE'S HOW THE FEDERAL URBAN 
RENEWAL PROGRAM OPERATES: 

First, a local* 'authority" or "commission" 
is set up. This is staffed by "experts in city 
planning". They rule that a certain section of 
the city be considered a "slum area", whether 
it is actually a slum area or not!

And then Congressman Bruce Alger continues: 
"The loss — the difference between what the 
cleared land will bring when re-sold and the cost 
of acquisition, demolition, preparation for re-use, 
plus all project overhead — is made up by the 
taxpayers* One-third of the loss is paid by tax- 
payers in their local taxes, as a so-called local 
grant-in-aid. The other TWO-THIRDS IS PAID 
BY TAXPAYERS IN THEIR FEDERAL TAXES." 

SMALL BUSINESSMEN CAN BE RUINED 

Nothing can stand in the path of the bull- 
dozers once an Urban R en e wa l pkm is unde r way. 

Small businessmen, store owners who have spent 
a lifetime building up a small business are ruth- 
lessly uprooted. 

Thus it can be seen that not only is a tax- 
paying citizen forced to sell his property at a 
fraction of what it is worth, but that shopkeepers 
face a loss of their means of livelihood as well, 
when the Master Planners of the Urban Renewal 
Commission condemn property in order to turn it 
over to favored real estate developers. 

"But how," you may ask, "can this be 
possible? I bought my property - I own it — it's < 
mine and the U. S. Constitution guarantees my [ 
right to own property."

Earl Warren, has a very poor record of upholding 
the Constitutional rights of LOYAL American 
citizens. 

SUPREME COURT AIDS CONFISCATORS 

Congressman Bruce Alger stated in a speech 
on the floor of the U. S. House of Representa- 
tives on March 17, 1959: "The private ownership 
of property is a basic right to be jealously guard- 
ed as we do our personal freedom. The Supreme 
Court upset this protection in 1954, in the case 
of Berman against Parker — in reinterpreting the 
traditional application of eminent domain. In this 
case in a district court, the owner of a department 
store challenged the validity of the act which 
gives the local redevelopment authority the right 
to condemn property which is NOT SUB-STAND- 
ARD OR SLUM PROPERTY, MERELY BE- 
CAUSE THE PROPERTY IS PART OF AN 
OVERALL REDEVELOPMENT PLAN. The 
Supreme Court then upheld this right to take 
property, because in its concept of public wel- 
fare ..." 

At this point Congressman Alger entered in 
the Congressional Record the following 
words of the SUPREME COURT'S ruling: 
"The concept of the public welfare is 
broad and inclusive. The values it repre- 
sents are spiritual as well as physical, 
esthetic as well as monetary/' 

And Congressman Bruce Aleer then stated: 
"I SAY LOlfNG YOUR PROPERTY UNDER 
EMINENT DOMAIN BECAUSE OF SOMEONE 
ELSFS JUDGMENT OF A *SmtTOAt' OR 
•ESTHETIC VALUE' IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
AND WRONG*" And Congressman Alger added: 
"This (Supreme Court) decision means that the 
courts, generally the final repositories of the 
people's rights against arbitrary action of the 
legislature, ARE NOT AVAILABLE TO YOU

DESTROYED FOR REDEVELOPMENT PUR- 
POSES/' 

PRIVATE DEVELOPERS TAKE

From border to border, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, a giant project is underway to

(3) Regional-State (fusing the States . . . ) 

"There is no single pattern of Metro; its 
policies and program, goal and methods ap- 
pear in a variety of forms, usually piecemeal 
Miami-Dade County is an example of 
"Metro* Step No. 1 (City-County, as completed). 
Southeast Michigan represents No. 2 (County- 
Regional, in formation)* Northeast Illinois 
represents No. 3 (Regional-State, where the 
States of Wisconsin, Indiana and Illinois are 
implicated. )** 



WHAT IS THE "BAIT"? 

The "bait" offered by the promoters of 
Metropolitan Government is that the greatly 
increasing population of the United States is 
demanding more and more services such as 
paving and maintenance of roads, sewerage 
disposal facilities, more parks and playgrounds, 
etc., and that these "benefits" can be pro- 
vided only if a "METRO" Plan of Government 
is installed. "METRO" then merges surround- 
ing areas into one centralized region con- 
trolled by an appointed Manager, who is an 
"expert" in such matters. 



THE MISLEADING CLAIMS OF THE 
"METRO" PROMOTERS 

The "METRO" Plan promoters say that 
"METRO" is "home rule." But METRO is not 
"home rule". It is the opposite of home rule. 
METRO concentrates the power of government 
in the hands of all-powerful APPOINTFD OFFI- 
CIALS rather than ELECTED OFFICIALS. 

"METRO" advocates are now urging local 
communities to adopt the "METRO" Plan be- 
cause it is "efficient", will "do away with poli- 
tical corruption and graft", and finally, "will 
lower taxes because of its efficient methods". 

"METRO" DOES NOT REDUCE TAXES 

The Socialist Planners who are promoting 
"METRO" attempt to deliberately mislead the 
American public by stating that "METRO" will 
reduce taxes, but this is not true! The "METRO 
Plan" increases taxes! A study made in Evans- 
ton, 111., which is governed by an appointed mana- 
ger under the "Metro Plan", showed that the 
municipal tax rate in Evanston is more than 
double the average rate for mayor-run towns in 
Cook County! 

THE IMPORTED SOCIALIST "EXPERTS" 
TAKE OVER 

Because this "Metro Plan" is a PART OF AN 
OVER-ALL PLAN BY THE SOCIALISTS TO 
CONTROL THE ENTIRE NATION, the appointed 
manager who puts "Metro" into operation in a 
locality is usually not a local citizen. These 
city managers, for the most part, have been 
trained by "Metro Headquarters" (1313 East 
60th St., Chicago) in "social engineering and 
"city planning". To be city manager of any 
city is merely an assignment for these "experts". 
(For instance, the appointed "Metro" manager of 
Dade County, previously was city manager of 
San Diego!) 

LOCAL SPENDING INCREASES 

The claim that these imported city managers 
will "reduce taxes" is false. Discussing this 
point THE DAN SMOOT REPORT states: "The 
main reason why city managers do not save citi- 



ELECTIVE JOBS TO BE ABOLISHED! 
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zens money is that the managers, having 
become a specialized occupational group, 
need big-s pending records for themselves so 
that they can move on to bigger salaries in 
bigger cities. If he can show that in five 
years he quadrupled a city's budget for 
'services,' he proves himself an agressive 
and effective manager." 



Metro Court in Dade County, Fla., is that in 
listing punishment for violation of any Metro 
ordinance, if the fine exceeds $500 or im- 
prisonment in the county jail for more than 60 
days, then, and only then, is a citizen of Dade 
County entitled to a trial by jury! This is a 
direct violation of the 6th and 7th Amendments 
to the U. S. Constitution which preserve the 
right of trial by jury to all citizens. 



HERE IS HOW THE "METRO" PLAN 
OPERATES IN DADE COUNTY 

Below is an analysis of some of the dang* 
erous aspects of the Metro Charter for Dade j 
County, Florida. 

The "METRO" government of Dade 
County, Fla., is composed of an elected ■ 
Board of County Commissioners. 

This Board of Commissioners then ap* ! 
points a County Manager who is then in com- j 
plete control of the administrative branch of 
the "METRO" government. 

Besides the usual powers exercised by a 
city government, the "METRO" Charter con- 
tains some alarming additional powers such as: j 

POWER TO ESTABLISH A ! 
"METRO" COURT 

The Metro Charter provides for the es- 
tablishment of a Metropolitan Court to be 
staffed by appointed, not elected, judges. 

The establishment of this Metropolitan 
Court places in jeopardy the Constitutional 
rights of all the citizens* For example, 
the Dade County Metro Charter provides 
that "arrests, complaints, prosecutions 
and convictions shall be instituted and proces- 
sed in a manner provided by the rule of the j 
Court." This is completely unconstitutional ' 
because the Fifth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States (other parts of the 
Bill of Rights adding thereto) provides the 

manner in which all Courts in the United States | 
shall operate in order that the rights of the | 
citizens are protected* 

Another unconstitutional aspect of this 



POWER TO CONTROL 
BUSINESS FRANCHISES 

Section 8.05 affects business firms. It 
states: "All lawful franchises, contracts and 
licenses in force on the effective date of this 
Charter shall continue in effect until terminat- 
ed or modified in accordance with their terms 
or in the manner provided by law or this 
Charter." 

Insofar as the Metro-created Metropolitan 
Court will "decide" the "law", one can see 
what a club this can be over the heads of 
local businessmen. 



POWER TO ABOLISH LOCAL 
ELECTIVE OFFICES 

Section 1.01 of Article I gives the 
"METRO" Charter the power to: "By or- 
dinance, abolish or consolidate the offices oi 
Sheriff, Constables, or any county office 
created by the Legislature . . " (with the 
exception of Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion and Circuit Court or any other court pro- 
vided by the Constitution.) 

Under Article 8.01 the following offices 
are abolished and the powers and functions of 
such offices transferred to the appointee 
Manager: County Assessor of Taxes, County 
Tax Collector, County Surveyor, County Pur- 
chasing Agent, and County Supervisor oi 
Registration. And then, just to be sure that 
they haven't overlooked abolishing some other 
elective offices, the Metro Charter states: 
"In the event that other elective offices are 
abolished by the Board, the Board shall . . " 
(Continued on other side) 



ORGANIZE NOW TO OPPOSE METROPOLITAN GOVERNMENT 

POLITICAL PARTIES 
TO BE ABOLISHED 

Section 2.03 of the Dade County Metro 
Charter states: "All elections for the Board 
shall be non-partisan and no ballot shall show 
the party designation of any candidate/ ' This 
sentence makes it possible for a Communist to 
be elected as a Commissioner. At the same 
time it, for all intents and purposes, abolishes 
political parties. 



THE ALL-POWERFUL 
"METRO" MANAGER 

The Metro promoters, when "selling" a 
community on the idea of Metro, attempt to 
delude the voters into thinking that these 
elected Commissioners will have administra- 
tive powers. 

Actually, Section 3.05 of the Metro Charter 
clearly states that the power of the Commis- 
sioners is limited to "purpose of inquiry" only 
and that the Board and its members shall deal 
with the administrative service solely through 
the Manager.* ' Thus it is seen that the 
voters' elected representatives are mere 
"scenery" on the stage of this drama of des- 
potic power with all control and power in the 
hands of the METRO MANAGER. 

THE DICTATORIAL METRO MANAGER 
NEED NOT BE A RESIDENT 

Section 3.02 of the Metro Charter for Dade 
County states: "At the time of his appoint- 
ment he need not be a resident of the State.' } 
This method of "importing" outsiders to run a 
local community also applies to other ap- 
pointees who replace previously elected 
officials. 

WHAT CAN BE DONE TO PROTECT A 
COMMUNITY AGAINST "METRO" 

If the "Metro Plan" has not as yet fastened 
its tyrannical tentacles on your community, 
you can be sure that the "advance men" for 
"Metro" will soon be visiting your city trying 
to "sell" the voters on this dangerous and 
deceitful scheme.

Former Maj. Gen. Edwin A. 
Walker Saturday accused the 
press of scaring Americans by 
drumming in news of communist 
activity abroad and at the same 
time ignoring this country's 
"third party." 

Walker said a third party 
exists in many countries. It 
sparks leftwing revolutions, and 
then slips back into obscurity, he 
said. 

"The third party is at work 
throughout the world but you 
don't read anything about, it iih 
the press," the combat herd 
ded in an interview. He said id 
composed of agitators, comj 
lists and liberals. * 
jBut, the resigned general 
warned, while suppressing news 
of internal agitation, the press 
also plays up news of communist 
leaders aboard so that headlines 
with their names, appearing day 
after day, he said, instill fear 
in American people. 
UN BACKED CUBA REDS 

Meanwhile, he said, U.S. policy 
is being dictated by a minority- 
led United Nations. He sharply 
criticized U.N. action in Katanga 
and charged that the world or- 
ganization supported the com- 
munist takeover in Cuba. 

In response to a question on 
whether he intends to visit the 
campus of the University of Ala- 
bama, where an integration 
showdown may occur this fall, 
Walker said, "I am perfectly free 
to go and come to any place in 
the United States or the world to 
project the cause of freedom."

An article appeared in the "Tort Worth Star Telegram" , 
dated July 23, 1964, which stated that attorneys for former 
General Edwin A. Walker asked the 17th District Court to sign 
a judgment in compliance with the $800,000.00 jury verdict in 
the libel suit against the Associated Press (AP) . 

AP Chief Attorney J, A. Gboch told Judge Charles 
Murray of the 17th District Court, Fort Worth, Texas, "It is 
respectfully submitted that the jury 1 s verdict should be dis- 
regarded in its entirety and judgment entered for the defendant 
because of the undisputed activities of plaintiff, which were 
certainly of a nature as to cause a viewer to describe them as 
did the writer for the AP," 

Attorney Clyde Watts, speaking for Walker, said that 
Judge Murray should sustain the jury's verdict because there 
has been "a rise of arrogance and tyranny n on the part of news 
media* Watts said the news media have a right to comment 
editorially, and "they can comment but they cannot lie," 
Watts said there are two tragedies relative to Walker T s situa- 
tion - one that Walker was forced to spend six days and nights 
in a "prison nut house", and the other that news media are 
inclined to teach young men' to lie. Watts said the AP account 
of Walker's activities on the University of Mississippi campus 
was handled in a slipshod and careless manner. 

An article appeared in the "Ballas Times Herald", 
dated July 30, 1964, which stated that District Court Judge 
Charles Murry of Port Worth, Texas, 17th District Court, 
reduced former General Walker's jury award in his lihel suit 
against AP from $800,000,00 to $500,000.00. The judge also 
ruled that AP was not actuated by malice in writing about 
Walker's activities on the University of Mississippi campus. 
The jury, however, said that AP was guilty of malice. Since 
Judge Murray said no malice existed, he threw out the jury 
award of $300 ?

#iHB publications and those of the U. S. Marine Carps are sponsoring and 
publicizing their combined organizational campaign for support and funds for 
"Civic Action, Viet Nam." This combined cooperative venture for donations in 
its use of local units and the home addresses of Marine Corps Reservists is 
without precedent in its misuse of servicemen and their names. It is intimi- 
dating and it violates a military trust. 

Literature for the combined project entitled "Fact Sheet, Mar 
Reserve Civic Action Program" states: 

"Donors send their contributions direct to C ARB's central collection 
point for the Marine Reserve Civic Action Program in Washington. 
Individual pre-addressed envelopes— available through the local ' 
Marine Corps Reserve Unit— are supplied for this purpose. .. .This 
leaves it squarely up to the individual or local group to support 
this program. However, one thing that this does assure is that 
every penny of every donation will get to our Marines in the field 
in Vietnam— who in turn will make certain that it goes where it 
will do the most good." 

The pre-addressed envelope form, subscribing funds, is addressed to CARE, 
4.06 La SaXLe Bldg., 1028 Connecticut Ave. H!f, Washington, D. C. On the left 
of this, on the face of the envelope, is "Marine Corps Reserve Civic Action 
Fund for Vietnam" and above that, the place for the Marine Reservist's name 
and return address. On the back of this particular envelope is printed "2nd 
Bn. 14th Marines, 4th Mar Div, USMCR, N&XR Trng. Cntr, 2424 Bachman Boulevard, 
P. 0. Box 20102, Dallas, Texas 75220." 

On what basis can military commanders subscribe funds from their men to 
be sent to OflRE? 

I have, queried the military establishment as to what precedent or legality 
funds can be subscribed from service men by name for handling by such an organi- 
zation as CARE — or any other. I have also asked how there is any semblance of 
equality for soldiers, sailors or airmen where this type effort is placed behind 
one branch of the service — the Marine Corps, who occupy less than one-third of 
South Vietnam. Letters in reply have avoided both points and have shown no 
semblance of responsibility to the entire command in Viet 2Jam. 

CJSSE publications list its assistance to many countries including Poland, 
Yugoslavia and Viet Nam (which must include North and South — or does it?). 

Upon querying you regarding a means for people to assist other branches 
pf the service. .Army, Navy and Air Force, by providing them a civilian aid 
program in their areas equal to that of the Marines, I have just received a 
letter dated Ju3y 5, 1966, firom Col. Francis T. Devlin, General Staff, Chief 
Community Relations Division. ' * j \ 

I quote from his letter: "The Chief of Staff, United States Army has ^ $ 
asked me to reply to your inquiry requesting inf cxrmation <5n how donations % may 
be made to help the civilian populace in Vietnam.... May I suggest that should 
you desire to contribute to the welfare of the people of Vietnam, that you $Jj { 
contact one of the agencies listed in the inclosed Department of State fact 
sheet? 

'tfhe CARE program mentioned in your letter is a voluntary program supported 
by Marine Corps Reserve and Regular Establishments as well as other individuals 
and organizations for the purpose of purchasing CAES packages for use in Marine 
Corps areas of responsibility.

front-transmission-belt organization and apparatus. says in his let- 
ter, "The various U. 3, Army elements in Vietnam are assisting in the rehabilita- 
tion of that war-torn country in every way possible ." He could have added, 
"through public support of a cited subversive apparatus and transmission belt," 

It stands to reason, and with quite a bit of logic, that soldiers, sailors, 
airmen and their families would question the judgment of your General Staff. I 
do. If you insist on supporting soldiers in combat through organizations assist- 
ing the enemy or "used" by the enemy, then "loyalty" is indeed in question. 

I also question the judgment of the Marine Corps General Staff in its combined 
project with CARE, which has a notorious record of assisting communist countries. 

The betrayal of soldiers and what they are fighting for is not a pretty sight. 
There is no description for General Staffs of military services that ask mothers 
and fathers to support their own sons in Viet Nam by using the enemy 1 s apparatus 
and transmission belt to provide for their needs and those of their Allies, the 
South Vietnamese.

The purpose of this memorandum is to recommend that 
no acknowledgement be made of a letter received 10/8/70 from captioned 
individual. Correspondent is former Major General Edwin A, Walker 
who has been, in the past, the subject of frequent press comment. Walker 
reportedly resigned from the military service after being critized for 
methods of indoctrinating troops. His letter is critical of both the Director 1 s 
comments on campus problems and recent comments of President 
Nixon. He charges that both commentaries are out of date. He charges 
that Mr. Nixon as Commander in Chief, should look homeward rather than 
overseas to find the enemy. His letter is critical of Administration policies. 

In the past Walker has reportedly charged that the United. 
Nations is immoral and that its late Secretary Dag Hammarskjold was a 
"Red Swede" who took instructions from Moscow. He also has alleged 
that the United Nations is in complete control of U. S. foreign policy and 
has made other charges concerning United Nations control over the U. S. 
A. Baltimore psychiatrist has allegedly described Walker as showing 
signs of grandiosity, confusion and poor judgement. 

In view of Walker T s background, it is not felt his letter 
should be acknowledged.
